As I was walking 
around campus last fall, 
I'd occasionally see some 
boys, about 1 2 or 13 years 
old, playing around 
Marian Center. They 
weren't causing trouble or 
anything like that, just 
being kids — rough-hous- 
ing and being generally 
ornery as adolescent boys 
are wont to do. I won- 
dered why they were 
hanging around a college 
campus; surely there are 
more interesting places for 
a 1 3-year-old to be. Could 
it be that they were really 
into the college scene? I 
doubt it. Perhaps they 
lived in the neighborhood 
and had no better place to 
go — again highly doubtful, 
given the notorious 
resourcefulness of early 
adolescents. (If you doubt 
that, just listen to their 
excuses for not going to 
school sometime). About 
the only reason I could 
come up with is that they 
did, indeed, have nowhere 
else to go. Not because 
they lived in the neighbor- 



hood. but because they 
were children of an Avila 
Night Person, someone 
trying to better her or 
himself but unable to 
afford to pay someone to 
take care of the kids at 
the same time. 

I have no doubt that 
these boys were sternly 
admonished to stay out 
of mischief while Mom 
or Dad was in class, but 
all that adolescent exu- 
berance must be released 
somewhere. Fortunately, 
that release was innocu- 
ous and not malevolent. 
But what if these boys 
had been bent on more 
extreme playfulness? 
What then? The boys 
could have been serious- 
ly injured or have hurt 
someone else. 

That led me to think 
maybe some people real- 
ly want to attend Avila 
but have no place to 
leave their kids. Leaving 
13-year-olds is one thing, 
but three-year-olds is 
another. Not all people 
have the luxury of grand- 
parents who are willing. 



or able, to babysit while 
Mom or Dad goes to 
school. 

So, what can be done 
about this? Avila already 
has a Montessori school, 
for which it must pay 
overhead whether the 
facility is used or not. 
Why not open it up as an 
evening Child Care 
Center, available to both 
students and faculty? 
Night People could then 
concentrate on learning, 
free from worries about 
the safety of their children. 

Who would staff it? 
This would be a wonderful 
experience for students 
majoring in education or 
early childhood develop- 
ment to hone a few skills 
and gain some experience 
with young children. 
Surely people would be 
willing to volunteer to 
staff the Center, particular- 
ly if awarded some extra 
credit or other incentives 
for their efforts. 

This service need not be 
provided at no cost — a 
nominal fee could be 
charged to cover snacks 



and such. This means that 
the net expense to Avila 
would be zero but the net 
gain to parents, faculty, 
the children and the vol- 
unteers would be immea- 
surable. Who knows, it 
might even be the answer 
for the people who want to 
attend Avila but are reluc- 
tant to do so because they 
have no one to take care 
of their kids. 

What do you think? If 
you're a Night Person, 
does this sound like some- 
thing you would be inter- 
ested in? Would you, the 
aspiring teacher or pedi- 
atric nurse, be willing to 
devote a few hours a week 
gaining firsthand experi- 
ence in dealing with chil- 
dren? Do you in 
Administration see how 
this could not only make 
better use of existing facil- 
ities, at no net expendi- 
ture, but also encourage 
more parents to attend 
Avila?

The Senate Does Exist

“I didn’t even know you 
guys existed!" exclaimed one 
woman student, as many oth- 
ers nodded their heads in 
agreement. The woman had 
directed the statement to a 
group of nine Avila Student 
Senators at last semester’s 
Student Government forum 
entitled, "Is the Avila 
Community Sexist, Racist, 
Homophobic? Why?” 

This statement on the Avila 
Student Senate’s existence did 
not shock too many senators. 
Despite the Senate's attempts 
this year to make themselves 
public, the student body con- 
tinues to be unaware of the 
Senate’s presence and influ- 
ence. A Senate bulletin board 
with pictures of all the senators 
hangs in Marian Center. A big 
yellow suggestion/comments 
box is placed next to the board. 
Fliers about Senate activities 
are posted on campus doors, 
walls, and bulletin boards. The 
Senate welcomes everyone to 
their weekly meetings at 12:30 
p.m. on Wednesday in the 
Barefoot Room of Marian 
Center. Senate suggestion 
boxes sit near every college 
department’s offices. 
However, senators remain 
unknown, and suggestion box- 
es remain empty. 

This is a tragedy. 
According to the Avila College 
Handbook and catalog, every- 
one who is accepted and 
enrolled at Avila for credit is a 
member of the Student 
Government. Six elected 
Senators specifically hold the 
responsibility of representing 



each academic department. 
Two Senators represent the 
whole student body. Three 
students are elected to hold 
executive Senate offices of 
President, Vice-President and 
Secretary. These 1 1 elected 
officials have a profound 
impact on each member of the 
student body. Therefore, 
everyone should be aware of 
what is going on in this organi- 
zation. 

Again, every year 1 1 stu- 
dents are elected as Senators to 
represent the students within 
the Avila community. Who 
elected the 1992-93 Senators? 
Last year the Avila Examiner 
and a multitude of Byers indi- 
cated how to apply for Senate 
position. However, only one 
candidate ran opposed. For a 
week graduating senators sat 
by ballot boxes outside the 
dining hall during meal hours 
and in lobbies of Whitfield and 
O’Rielly during the half-hour 
before evening classes with 
ballots. At the conclusion of 
the voting week, an estimated 
240 students out of a student 
body of 1,400 had voted. 
Obviously, there is something 
wrong with this procedure. A 
mail ballot procedure may be 
a more efficient, yet more 
expensive, route to take. One 
reason why such a procedure 
was not followed last year is 
the Senate elections committee 
had to extend the deadline for 
applications because they had 
not received enough applicants 
to even fill the I 1 positions. 
Therefore, there was not an 
adequate amount of time for 
mail balloting. 



Whether students are aware 
of the Senate or not, the 
Student Senators are making 
important decisions that affect 
every member of the Avila 
community. The basic Senate 
functions are to be a means of 
communication between all 
members of the Avila commu- 
nity, to promote unity and to 
help solve campus problems. 
To be aware of campus issues, 
Senators serve on most of the 
committees of the college. 
They rub elbows with the col- 
lege’s trustees during the 
Trustee Committee on Student 
Affairs meetings, in which the 
senators represent all Avila 
students’ opinions on how the 
new athletic team, financial 
aid, residence hall and campus 
life, etc are functioning. They 
advise and state the students’ 
opinion to President Larry 
Kramer at the monthly 
President’s Council meetings. 
Senators decide, with selected 
faculty and staff, what graduat- 
ing seniors will be selected for 
the Who’s Who Among 
American College Students, a 
national organization that hon- 
ors outstanding seniors. This 
year the college collected 
approximately $45,000 from 
Avila students in the form of 
Student Activities Fees. As 
they do every year, along with 
the rest of the Student 
Activities Fee Board, the 
Senators will figure out where 
that $45,000 will be distrib- 
uted. The Senators are the 
voice of the student body with- 
in the institution. However,

Security is everyone's business. 
The most important element of 
maintaining a safe and secure envi- 
ronment on the campus is you: the 
students, staff, and faculty at 
Avila. Each one of us is responsi- 
ble nut only for our own safety hut 
for the well being of others as 
well. Together, we form a first 
layer of insulation, helping to keep 
our environment safe. 

By employing common sense 
and by keeping a watchful eye. wc 
ensure our safety on a daily basis, 
l-'or example, when external cam- 
pus lights are malfunctioning, 
report them to Student Life (ext. 
226) so that they may be duly 
repaired; don't leave purses, back- 
packs. etc. unattended or out in the 
open; when your ear is parked on 
campus, don't leave items of value 
i.e. tape decks, ear phones, etc. in 
plain view. 

The second layer of insulation is 
composed of Avila's security 
force. The campus is staffed by 
professional security officers con- 
tracted seven evening per week. 
While classes are in session, an 
officer is on campus no later than 
S :()() pan. and leaves no earlier 
than 2:01) a.m. 

Security officers can he reached 
during these hours by calling 757- 
3738. This is a paging system. 
The phone will ring twice followed 
by a dial tone.
